It would seem that the very fact of its 
being bogus stamps it with spuriouBness.

Every person who handles mone 
large quantities becomes quite expert at 
detecting counterfeits, aud all in this 
tatue indefinable way. 

But the fact that all new issues art 
carefully studiud must uieanureably ac 
count for it.

The possibility of the landing of 
British forces is far more s 
not the custom of the Itri 
ment to send its armed forces ashore

It is said that Sir George Pullett in 
1848 raised the flag of Great Uritnin 
over tlus Hawaiian islands, and that 
complications at that time caused the 
lowering of the flag and the disavowal 
of British protectorate. The conditions 
then, however, were vastly different 
from those of to-day. 
Rt The establishment of a British pro- 
tectorate over the Hawaiian islands 
would be in accord with a recent policy 
of that country in selling islands in the 
Pacific, and would be an Important 
point in the policy of Great Britain to 
prevent the exclusive control of the 
Nicaragua canal by the United States, 
Ma well as in the protection of the trade 
with Asia, for which Great Britain 
hopes to develop the Canadian Pacific 
railroad and the subsidized steamship 
lines between Victoria, R C. and 
China. 

Should the British intention have 
been curried out the indignath 
congress would know na bounds, and 
the administration would find itself in 
a most dangerous situation. There has 
been an apparent attempt on the pert 
of the president to anticipate this pos- 
sible llritish action by selecting Sen- 
ator Turpie to Introduce a resolution 
puttiug aside the entire project of annex 
■' of Hawaii and requiring that for- 
inlervention in the islands would 
sgarded aa an act unfriendly to 
government of the United States. 
Of course, no one imagines that Mr. 
Turpie originated this resolution. It 
undoubtedly came from the white 
house, and choice of Mr. Turpie for its 
presentation shows that lack of faith 
by the president in the other demo- 
cratic members of the foreign relations 
committee. 

Under a liberal interpretation of Mr. 
Turpie's resolution, if adopted by the 
senate, it would mean a direction by 
the treaty-making power of the govern- 
ment to the president of the United 
States to establish a protectorate over 
the Hawaiian islands against all 
foreign Interference, whether 
Great Britain or any other of the 
European countries now so ambitious 
on colonisation. Mr. Turpie's resoli 
tlon lies upon the table, and the adminis- 
tration awaits only more definite

It was alleged that Ben- 
nett would not open the door, claiming 
that his wife was not in a condition to 
be seen. 

Gov. Boies offered a reward of 91,500 
for the arrest of the murderer snd sev- 
eral fruitless arrests were made. A 
Chicago detective finally arrested Mrs. 
Emily Bennett charging her with the 
murder. In the deatb straggle Anna 
Weise had grabbed from her assailant'* 
head a handful of hair. The detec- 
tives secured a sample of hair from the 
head of Mrs. Bennett and a doctor, 
after an examination, gave it as hit- 
opinion that the sample that was found 
In the hands of the murdered girl was 
from the same head. 

Not thoroughly satisfied with this, 
Dr. Walter Haines, of the Bush Medi- 
cal college, Chicago, made an examin- 
ation and concurred in the opinion. 
The November term of court Mrs. Ben- 
nett entered a plea of not guilty and 
was admitted to bail. The line of de- 
fense has not yet been made known.

"An exhaustive resume is givsn of 
the series of political straggle* leading 
up to the revolution, including the acts 
of Kalakaua before 18S7, and his ob- 
structing and dictating legislation by 
filling tho legislature with office- 
holders. The climax was reached in 
the opium scandal, when Kalakaua 
took a bribe of $71,000, previously pro- 
pared for the legislature. The citizens 
then united to overthrow the 
archy. 

"This was averted by submission to 
a new constitution which took most of 
his arbitrary powers away. Thence 
on till his death he constantly chafed 
and sought to evade thotio restrictions. 
The Inside history of the attempted 
revolution of 1880 is then recited and of 
Liliuokalani's participation therein. 
The opposition then shown by her tc 
tho rights and interests of foreigners, 
was, after her ascending to the throne, 
constantly emphasised. It became vi- 
olent during tho latter part of 1S112. as 
shown by her perverse appointments 
of her cabinet In opposition to the will 
of tho legislature. 

"The events of the last week of her 
reign are recited, the resuscitation of 
the defunct lottery bill, the removal of 
the Wilcox cabinet all through ttie 
queen's personal influence, pole 
cites the attempted coup d'etat the ap- 
pointment of a committee of surety, the 
two mass meetings of foreigners and 
natives. The committee deemed the 
presence of American forces necessary 
to protect life and property, and re- 
quested Stevenson to land them.
